Accomplishments of the county farm
bursaus of Connecticut during 1817,
appearing in a report just made to the
Connecticut state council of defense
and other organizations, by L G. Davis,
state jeader of counly agents, represent
wide and effective war service for the
government.

Practical help haz besn given the
farmers by the county farm bureaus
through educational and demonstra-
tion meetings, campaign for greater
food production have been success-
fully conducted and relations between
producer and consumer established on
a belter basis. Thousands of women
were Instructed in canning and the
interest and co-operation of boys and
girls has been secured by the orsaniza-
tion of pig ¢lubs.

A summary of the 1917 work of the
county farm bureaus is contained in
the following report of Mr. Davis:
